Then his spe- 
cial pleaders admitted that it was be- 
ing hoarded for a. hard winter, an4 
afterwards they explained, that U was 
for transport abroad. 
We all know 
that there is more food in the cpld. 
storage warehouses in Massachusetts' 
today than there ever has been. Mil- 
lions of pounds of beef, butter, poul- 
try 
and 
millions of cases of eygs 
more 
than 
a 
year 
ago 
arc 
in. 
storage and yet prices have gone up 
about 50 per cent. 
There is an aver- 
age of about 300 per cent, more food 
in storage now than a year ago. While 
it is in cold storage it might as well 
bo at the bottom of the sea. It cannot 
help the people there. It can only help' 
the people by putting it on the mar- 
ket where they can get it and eat it.

full strength-of--America's new. urmy 
Is ranged on the battiefront Of France, 
negro troops 
will make 
up approx- 


imately .one-eleventh oi the men un- 
der the Stars and Stripes. 


Although negro soldiers from Africa 


or 
the 
West Indies 
have '.fought 


in ;many European struggles, and fol- 
lowed some of the greatest command- 
ers^ from Hannibal to Napoleon, 
the 


American 
contingent 
is by far 
the 


largest negro army ever mustered on 
Kuropean soil. 


Since the beginning of the war both 


France and Britain 
have 
employed 


African troops on. the western front. 
Their fighting record has been bril- 
liant, especially 
that of the 
French 


Senegalese. 


While the new American negro units 


will be commanded to a greater de- 
gre'e than ever before by men of their 
own race, the bulk of .the officers will 
be white men. 
This is also true of 


the French and British and Italian ne- 
gro battalions. 


Uncle Sam has in the regular army 


four negro regiments which have been 
raised to war strength and now num- 
ber close to 7000 men: Two are caval- 
ry and two infantry. 
The cavalry are 


the Eleventh, of Oarrizal fame, 
and 


the Ninth, of which an American gen- 
eral once said after seeing the famous 


' French cuirassiers, supposed to be the 


crack regiment of the world: 
"If j 


'had to go 1000 yards through hell, J 
would rather have the Ninth cavalry 
back of me than anything I ever saw."

It xvould be 
a very bad thing, for we can 
use 


them better in other ways. 


"As far as their physical qualifica- 


tions go, they would no doubt make 
as good soldiers as men. Hand-to- 
hand fighting is out 
of date: 
other 


kinds of strength are needed in trench 
warfare, and women could meet these 
requirements as well as the male sex 


if it 
were 
advisable 
that 
they 


should. The 
.Russians 
have 
certain 


military units of women, and, if 
the 


papers are to be believed, they have 
done weli." 
"Granted that the reports of 
Mme. 


Bolchkoreva and her 'Legion of Death' 
are true." I asked Dr. Sargent, "are 
they not impairing their strength, and 
unfitting themselves to be wives and 
mothers, by their work as fighting 
soldiers?" 


"Not necessarily," he replied. "The 


girls in our gymnasium perform feats 
that would tax the strength of men.

103 lots averaging 50 by 


150 feet.

is not permanent, beautiful and in- 
dividual." 


Twenty-seven 
single-family houses 


and

have been built and they take care, 
of 177 families. 


"On the ivhole there is not now 


a vacant apartment or house to be 
had for love nor money, and I have 
a waiting list." Quaintance told me. 


The houses are of the best frame 


construction, 
on 
stone 
foundations, 


each with cellar, electric light, mod- 
ern fixtures, and above all plenty of 
spacious porches and windows. 
Wide 


lawns surround them. 


They rent at from $14 to $16 a 


month, depending on their size. Some 
contain four rooms and some six.

A feature of this morning's session 
was. the presentation of gifts to Mrs. 
Sara A. Conbpy. secretary-treasurer of 
the Trades and Labor council, the Low- 
ell Textile council arid Local 1007, Wool- 
en Weavers' union. Mrs. Conboy was 
presented a manicure set and a gold 
fountain pen in behalf of the lady dele- 
gates. Francis A. Warnock, president 
of the Trades and Labor council, John 
Hanley, president of the Lowell Tex- 
tile 
council. 
and 
Frank 
Mill- 
lin, 
president 
of 
Local 
1007. 
Woolen Weavers' union, were each pre- 
sented a handsome silver loving cup in 
appreciation of the good work .per- 
! formed .by these organizations during 
the 'convention. 
At. the opening of this morning's 
session; President John Golden read a 
report of his investigation' of the tex- 
tile unions in- England, as well as a 
report of the delegates to. the 36th an- 
nuat convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, which was held in 
Baltimore, from 
Nov. 13 to 25, 1916 
Ind- both reports were accepted and 
placed on file. • 
It was reported by delegates from 
the F,ull Fashioned Hosiery Workers' 
union of Philadelphia, that the Full 
Fashioned Hosiery Association of Em- 
ployers had a rule forcing all employes 
iio serve two weeks' notice before leav- 
ing the employ and the company and if 
the employes did not live up to the rule

The following resolution was adopt- 


ed:.Resolved that we instruct the execu- 
tive council to draw up a suitable res- 
olution on the subject of the charters 
held by two craft textile unions from 
the A.F. of L.. to contain a request 
for their withdrawal by the A.F. of L., 
and that our delegates to the A.F. of 
L. convention solicit this resolution. 
A motion was 
passed, 
instructing 


the general officers to send a 
repre- 
sentative into every local 
connected 


with the U.T.W. within the next three 
months to advocate the creation of an

cable dispatches from Italy for the next 
two weeks will carry the most impor- 
tant news Americans have read since 
we declared war, in the opinion of au- 
thorities in Washington.

Third, Mackensen, in the ardor of 
pursuit, may outrun his lines of com- 
munication, just as Von Kluck did in 
the drive loward Paris, and give Ca- 
dorna a chance to administer^a defeat 
comparable in many elements to the 
battle'of the Marne. 
In a week or two, we shall know 
which of these turns the battle will 
take. Let us, therefore, see just what 
the big effects of each of these possible 
eventualities on the progress' of the 
war and our own plans will be. 
We might as well face the blackest 
chance tirst. 
If 
Mackensen crushes 
Cadorna, overruns Italy, and destroys 
her effectiveness as a fighting nation, 
every American must steel himself for 
a prolonged war, in which the United 
States will have to spend hundreds of 
thousands of lives and many billions 
of dollars before Germany 
can 
be 


crushed. 
With Italy crushed, the Austrian sub- 
marines operating from the Dalmatian 
coast, which have for more than a year 
been held under control by the Italian 
navy, would again resume their activ- 
ity "in the Mediterranean. The trans- 
port line that supports the allied army 
at Salonika could then be maintained 
only with the greatest difficulty. 
To maintain this transport line and 


protect the shjps carrying grain and 
cotton from Egypt and the east, Brit- 
ain would be forced to increase great- 
ly her force of destroyers and- patrols 
in the Mediterranean, and by so much 
weaken her Atlantic patrol, with grave 
menace to trans-Atlantic shipping. 
With Italy crushed, or driven into 
the plains of the peninsula, Germany 
would be free to transfer huge num- 
bers of effective troops to the Russian 
and Rumanian front, and push her 
conquest there to the point where she 
would cease to be menaced from that 
direction, leaving Britain, France, and 
the United States to be mot with aug- 
mented forces on the strongly 
in- 
trenched western front. 
' 
If Cadorna, however, can stop 
the 
Germans on any similar series of pre- 
pared intrenchments, until the allies 
can bring strong 
reinforcements, it 
may be possible to inflict such heavy 
losses on the massed Austro-German 
troops that it will be a victory gained 
at a. cost as dear as the early advances 
at Verdun. 
If, finally, Cadorna. in some way, 
which cannot now be foreseen any 
more than the turn at the Marne could 
be. should turn his defeat into victory 
and inflict severe losses on the Mack- 
ensen's forces, the effect in Germany 
would be tremendous.
